County Commissions at their meet­ 
ing in the court house this morn­ 
ing. 
Agreement has been reached 
with Joseph Arentz, Gettysburg 
I R. I. for him to remove the “hobo 
| hou.se” from the county home 
: property at no cost to the county, 
the 
commissioners 
announced. 
They said Arentz has already 
started on the project. He posted 
a $6<) bond to guarantee that the 
structure will be completely re­ 
moved and the site left as if the 
building had never been there. 
Decision to remove the “ bum 
house” came after one of the 
occupants of the structure em ­ 
barked on several crimes while 
residing at. the concrete block 
house built to provide overnight 
accommodations for “knights of 
the road.” 
Sewer Line 
Robert Hamer, manager of toe 
; local 
Municipal Authority, met 
with the commissioners to seek a 
right of way for a sewer line, 
across county land, which will 
connect w-ith the John Snyder de­ 
velopment in Straban Twp. The 
commissioners decided to view 
the proposed location across the 
rear of the acreage east of the 
Gettysburg Harrisburg Rd. before 
giving final approval to the pro­ 
posed location. 
A length discussion was beld 
on the possibility of set ting up 
several 
proposed 
parcels 
into 
which 
the 
county 
home 
land 
would be divided if persons seek 
to buy parts of the land. No final 
decisions were reached, but the 
commissioners indicated they may 
make some type of division as a 
means of having “something to 
offer” in the proposed sale. 
It was indicated that the com­ 
missioners are not considering any 
sale of building lots, but would be 
agreeable to selling the land in 
various large separate parcels, k 
was noted that whatever decisions 
may be reached, any sale will 
have to be approved by the court 
before it can be consummated. 
To Consider Microfilm 
The possibility of using micro­ 
filming to make easily available 
records at the court house, rec­ 
ords now extending over a century 
and a half, will be explored with 
various 
microfilming 
company 
representatives scheduled to meet 
with the commissioners, beginning 
this afternoon, to outline the m er­ 
its of their respective types of 
equipment. 
Approval was given to a plan to 
place six floodlights atop the Ad­ 
ams County jail—for use in case 
inmates escape. Two of the flood­ 
lights will be in front and be used 
to light the parking lot as needed. 
Two will be on the side* of the 
jail and two at the rear.

‘'Terribly Im portant" 
Eisenhower went on to say that 
in his judgm ent 
one necessary 
m easure would be the one to pro­ 
vide the revenue for continuing 
the interstate highway construc­ 
tion program . 
The 
President said 
a decent 
farm bill is terribly im portant at 
even this late date in the session. 
The Senate has passed a labor 
control bill based in part on the 
disclosures m ade by the spacial

Redstone Missile 
Firing Succeeds 


CAPE CANAVERAL. Fla. (AP) 
—An Army Redstone missile was 
launched here Tuesday night on 
what appeared to be a highly suc­ 
cessful 250-mile flight. 
The Redstone, similar to that 
which will boost this nation’s sev­ 
en astronauts on space capsule 
familiarization tests, darted out 
over the Atlantic Ocean shortly 
before midnight. 
The National Aeronautic* and 
Space Administration has ordered 
several Redstone missiles to ac­ 
quaint the seven space pioneers 
with the capsule which wilf carry' 
one of them into an orbit about 
the earth, probably in 1961. 
Most of the astronauts, who are 
now training at Langley Air Force 
Base, Va., are expected to take 
comparatively short trips in the

By the time the current, tart 
cherry season is over in Adams 
County, one billion of the bright 
red fruit will have lieen picked by 
the best cherry-picking machine 
invented to date, the human hand 


Cherry-pickers by the hundreds 
have invaded the county's 2,200 
acres which are planted in tart 
cherries. 


By the time they have finished, 
they will have gathered in about 
4.500 tons of cherries, most of 
which go to the county’s three 
canneries which process cherries 
Cherry growers will receive half 
a million dollars for the crop, out 
of which they will pay $180,000 to 
the pickers. 
The rem inder of the $500,OOO will 
not be all profit, however, for the 
IOO or so growers. During the 
spring and sum mer they have 
spent many more dollars for la­ 
bor to spray their trees and to 
do the host of other chores in 
connection with growing cherries. 
The sprays cost money, too. 
Teen-age Pickers 
Substantially more than half of 
the crop is being picked by Adams 
County youngsters. Most of these 
arc high school boys and girls 
availing themselves of the op­ 
portunity to earn some spending ! t 
money, or money to save for 
schooling or to buy some new 
clothes. 
For them to earn $75 to $100 in 
the two to three weeks picking 
cherries is not unusual. 
What they earn is up to them. 
At 25 coms per pail a reasonably 
fast picker can earn $10 or more 
in a day, and that doesn t need tc 
be a long, hard day.
